after; conſequently no Lunar Eclipſe can happen this Year. 
The firſt of theſe Eclipſes happens on Tue/day February the 
Ith, betwixt our fix and ſeven at Night, conſequently inviſi- 
ble to all Europe, Africa and Aſia; but in South- America this 
will be a beautiful annular Eclipſe ; much like that ſeen in 
Ireland, Scotland, and the North of England, the 18th of Fe- 
bruary laſt, only in this Eclipſe the Annulus will be little more 
than half the Breadth of that, conſequently the Duration of 
that Phenomenon will be proportionably ſnorter; ſuch Perſons | 
as happen to be failing at that time in the Pacific Ocean about 
250 Leagues of the Weltern-ſhore of South.

The notable fix d Star called Aldebaron, vulgarly the Bull's 
ſouth Eye, {lil} continues within the Limits of Lunar Occulta- 
dion; or to {peak more properly, the Lunar Nodes are ſtill ſs 
poſited as to make the Moon, at every A ppulſe to that Star, ob- 
ſcure it from our fight; but of theſe Occultations no more than 
four will be viſible to us. 

The firſt of theſe Occultations happens on Tuc/day Mar ch the 
14th, at about 11 at Night. 

The ſecond on Thur 2 Seh. ember 21ſt, about 10 at Night. 

The third on Thur/day October the 19th, about 7 in the 
Morning. | 

The fourth and lat on 7 ueſday Baue the 12th, about 
Gat Night. 

E On Sunday the 21ſt of May, about our Midnight, there hap- 
pens a notable Conjunction of Venus and Mercury in about 26d. 
10 m. of Gemini, the Difference of their Latitudes being about 
1d. 10 m. that of Venus being towards the North, that of 
Mercury

Mercury South; and to make this Congreſs more remarkable, 
it happens within about 4o m. of Saturn as to Longitude, the 
Latitude of Saturn being at that time about half a Degree 


more ſoutherly than that of Mercury. 


Alſo in the ſorepart of July, Saturn and Mercury riſe near 


each other about an Hour and a half before the San, as appears 


by the Table of their Riſing, at the Bottom of the left hand 
Page of that Month; and the zd Day about the time of their 
riſing, Mercury comes to a Conjunction with Saturn, at which 


time the Difference of their Latitudes is about 24 m. that of 


Mercury being molt ſoutherly. 

Venus and Mercury being again conjoined December the 27th 
in the Morning, th-y may be ſeen in the Weſt about an Hour 
after Sun-ſet ſeveral Nights together; but at this Conjunction 
their Difference of Latitude is upwards of 4 deg. as appears 
by inſpecting the right-hand Page of the Ephemeris for that 
Month; the Latitude of Venus being fo much more towards 
the North than that of Mercury. | 

This Year allo affords us a remarkable Conjunction of Jupi- 
ter and Mars in 26 d. 34 m. of Aries, the Latitude of Mars be- 
ing 32 m. more ſoutherly than that of Jupiter ; this Phenome- 
non happens on Txe/day June the 20th, betwixt 5 and 6 in the 
Morning, if my Numbers hit right, of which I would not be 
too poituve, ſeeing a {mall Error in Motion may be ſo circum- 
ſtanced as to make a conſiderable Variation in the Time of 


Congreſs.
